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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 10, 2004 
was filed after the mailing date of the Application on December 1 1 , 2003. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lavon et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,458,110). 

With respect to Claims 1,2,5: Lavon teaches diaper 20 having liquid-pervious topsheet 
38 that forms at least a portion of body facing surface 39, liquid-impervious backsheet 
42 and absorbent core 44 disposed between the topsheet and the backsheet. (Fig. 8) 
Expandable component 200 is centrally located in diaper 20 and in the compressed 
state comprises a compressed resilient element 215 having compressed thickness T1 
(Fig. 3) disposed within an air-impermeable envelope 220. (Col. 4, lines 41-50) 
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Topsheet 38 has slit 46 that aligns with slit 47 in core 44. (Col. 6, lines 13-26) 
Component 200 is capable of movement to an expanded state wherein resilient element 
has a thickness T2 upon release of closure 250 allowing a decrease in pressure within 
in the air-impermeable envelope 220. 

With respect to Claim 3: Lavon teaches sanitary napkin 720 having expandable 
component 200 and having garment attaching adhesive 760 disposed on the garment 
facing surface 743 of backsheet 742 for joining said napkin to a user's undergarment. 
(Col. 18, lines 39-41) 

With respect to Claim 4: Lavon teaches that core 44 may contain more than one layer, 
a second layer consisting of resilient element 215. 

With respect to Claims 6,7: Lavon teaches that spacer 300 has a circular shape or a U- 
shape. Therefore member 200 has a cylindrical shape since it creates a Z-direction 
dimension directly below spacer 300. (Col. 6, lines 1-3)
